The gov­
ernor shall have the power to alter. annex, consolidate and disband the same 
whenever in his judgm"ent it is for the good of the service.

SEC. 5. nd appointm rs. The com ffi-

Provided 
the naval militia can be organized and equipped without expense to the state 
of Iowa, or to the appropriation for the maintenance of the Iowa national 
guard, or the afpropriation made by the general government to aid the 
national guard 0 the several states.

AN ACT to repeal section two thousand two hundred fifty-three (2253) of the code and 
eDaCt a substitute in lieu thereof, in relation to hospitals for the insane. 
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Be it enacted by the General A"errihly of the Seau of Iowa: 

SECTION. I. State Itospltals. That section two thousand two hundred fifty· 
three (2253) of the code be and the same is hereby repealed and the following 
enacted in lieu thereof: 

"The hospital for the insane at Mount Pleasant shall be known by the name 
of 'Mount Pleasant State Hospital'; the one at Independence, 'Independence 
State Hospital'; the one at Clarinda, 'Clarinda State Hospital'; and the one at 
Cherokee, 'Cherokee State Hospital· ...

CHAPTER 92. 
APPEALS FROM THE FINDINGS OF COMMISSIONERS OF INSANITY. 

S. F. 196. 

AN ACT to amend section two thousand two hundred and si2:ty-seven (2,267) of the code, 
relat.ng to appeals from the findings of commissioners of insanity. 

Be it enacted lJy the General .A8BeT1'1hly of the State of Iowa: 

SECTION I. Couuty attorney to proseeute. That section two thousand 
two hundred and sixty-seven (2.267) ot the code be and is hereby amended by 
adding thereto the following: . 

"Upon appeal it shall be the duty of the county attorney to prosecute the 
action on behalf of the informant without additional compensation."

CHAPTER 93. 
DETENTION AND TREATMENT OF DIPSOMANIACS AND INEBRIATES. 

H. F. 176. 

AN ACT to provide a department in one of the hospitals for the insane, for the detention 
and treatment of dipsomaniacs, inebriates and those addicted to the excessive uae of 
narcotics. [Additional to chapter two (2) of title twelve (XII) of the code, relating to 
the care of the insane and to chapter one hundred and eighteen (118) of the acts of the 
Twenty-seventh General Assembly, as amended by chapter one hundred and forty-three 
(143) of the acts of the Twenty· eighth General Assembly, relating to thestale board of COD-
trol.] . 

Be it 6'IUlcted by the Gellnal A88e'ITIlJly of the State oj Iowa: 

SECTION I. Board of fontrol to provide department. That the board 
of control is hereby directed to provide for the detention and treatment of 
dipsomaniacs, inebriates and persons addicted to the excessive use of mor­
phine or other narcotics, in one or more of the hospitals for the insane at the 
dhcretion of said board. Said department thus provided for to be designated 
as a hospital for inebriates. 

SEC. 2. Examlnatlon-commltment. That all dipsomaniacs, inebriat("s 
and persons addicted to the excessive use of morphine or other narcotics, 
who shall be citizens of the state of Iowa and residents of the county from 
which they might be committed to the hospital for inebriates may be brought 
before the district court or judge of the county where they reside for exami­
nation and commitment to said hospital for inebriates. Their examination, 
trial and commitment shall be governed by the same statutes as now apply to 
and govern the examination and commitment of incorri~ibles to the state 
industrial school. If it shall be determined by said district court or j'.ldge, 
that such person is addicted to dipsomania, inebriety or to the excessive use 
of narcotics, he or she shall be committed to such hospital for inebriates. as 
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
